The flowers of die Miflburi Evening Primrofe are large and 
Ihevry. In the denticulation of the leave% and the length of 
the tube of the calyx^ it refembles longiflora^ but is a mucb 
fmoother plant, and differs materially in the fruit, which it 
fmooth, oval, four-winged, and ftands on a footftalk inftead of 
bejng feffile, cylmdrical, and hifpid. The root is faid to be 
perennial. 

Found by Mr. Nuttall in the neighbourhood of the 
Miffouri in North-America, who brought many novel and curious 
plants from that countrv; fome of which that flowered at 
Liverpool laft year, he Kindly tranfmitted us recent fpecimens 
of. But our draughtfman being unfortunately abfent on a 
journey into Wales at the time, we had no opportunity of 
availing ourfelves of them for this work. 

We do not find that this fpecies has been before noticed : it 
feems to differ from every one defcribed by Michaux or by 
PuR&H, whole valuable Flora, fpeedily to be publifiied, we 
have been favoured with the opportunity of confulting. Flowers 
in June and July.

At firft fight, this fpccies appears to have a near affinity witir 
XBnothera ietrafiera (No. 468). The flowers, as in that, are 
perfedly white on their firft expanfion, and change in fading to a 
purplilh red. But the germens in this are feflile, not obovate, and 
nearly cylindrical, with finall undulated wings at the four angles ; 
the tube of the calyx is three times longer than the petals^ 
lefembling in this refpeft Umgiflora^ No. 365.

In the evening GBnothbra c^JpUofa is a beautiful flower,, 
and agreeably fcented. Native of Upper Louifiana in North- 
America: difcovered we believe by Mr. Nuttall. Our 
drawing was taken firom a plant communicated by Meflrs.

This fpecies is, in the Hortus Kewenfis, attempted to be 
diftinguifiied from eriocepbala by the fmootbnefs of its capitula ; 
bot this cbaraAer by no means holds, the woolinefs* being very 
variable in degree in both fpecies ; for though the corolla is 
lefs hairy in purpurea^ yet the infide of the-fcales of the involucre 
is often covered with a denfe wool ; and fometimes in eriocepbala 
this woolinefs is much diminifhed by the almoft total want of 
the involucre, as in our figure, No. 1295. In the prefent 
fpecies we have obferved the woolinefs to remain long after the 
flowers have difappeared. The chief diftinflionis, the leaves of 
purpurea being far lefs clofely imbricated, longer, and more 
pointed: the lacinicC of the corolla too are bo^h longer and 
more acute. The filaments are inferted at the fuperior edge of 
the tube, as in Passerina. 

The LACHNiEA purpurea is a handfome greenhoufe flirub, 
and takes up but little room. It requires plenty of freOi air^ 
being very apt to damp off in the winter if kept too clofe.

This rpecies was well knowa to the older Botanifts ; bat, 
owing to the imperfeQion of their wooden cuts, has frequently 
been confounded witb uicoUnr. k is a native of Siberia, Swit- 
zerland, and of moft mountainous diftri6U in (butbern Europe. 

The term arborefcens was applied to it, not from any woodinefs 
in the ftem, which it peffitfSUy herbaceous,, but meipely on account 
of its gigantic ftature, when compared with the common violet : 
a loofe way of fpeaking not unufual in thofe times. 

It varies in height from, fix iockiW to a foot and half; is 
ufually without fcent ; but Matthio lus mentions his receiving 
a violet, apparently of thia fp4cita^ from Calzolarius, who 
gathered it on Monte Baldo, and which had a charming odour. 

WiLLicH, in his obfervfttions, remarks tbat the corollas, 
which in the lower flowers are large and Ihewy, become fmaller 
in the fuperior ; and that the uppermoft Qowers have none at all ; 
and Roth obferves, that the inferior (lowers with large corollas 
are frequently barren, but that the fuperior apetalous flowers 
which continue blowing later in the Cununer, are conftantly 
fertile. This circuniftttiii.c, of fertile flowers without coroUaa 
continuing to be produced after all the fliewy bloflbms are over, 
is common to fevenl fpecias of violsis.

The Galardia bicolor is a handfome herbaceous plant with 
fragrant flowers, which appear to vary confiderably both in (ize 
and colour, as alfo in the number of florets in the radius; 
if more than one fpecies are not in reality confounded under 
this name. Michaux defcribes the ray as pale-coloured, few- 
flowered, or even toully wanting. 

L'Heritier gave the appellation of Vircilia to this 
plant, in which he has been followed by our friend Dr. Smith; 
but Lamarck's name, having the right of priority, has been 
adopted in the Hortus Kewenfis. 

Native of the Carolinas and Florida. Flowers in May, June, 
and July. Communicated from the colle£iion of James Verb, 
£fq. at Keniington-Gore, by Mr. Anderson, who informs us 
that the root is perennial^ not annual^ as it is ufually faid to be.

Several fpecies of this genus are fo prone to vary in the 
form of their leaves, degree of pubefcence, and even in the 
number of flowers upon the fame peduncle, that no great flreis 
can be laid upon any of thefe charafters feparately, yet perhaps 
there are often no better to be founds to eftablifli a fpecific 
diftin£lion upon. 

This variablenefs of character often renders it extremely dif- 
ficult to afcertain the fyponymy, and leaves us in doubt whether

fome of the fynonyms applied to Co ft v o lv v iv s panduraf us 
of Lin Nit us do not really belong to this fpecies. From the 
one figured by Dillenius, however, which is always referred 
to panduratus^ our plant appears to be fufiiciently di(tin6l in all 
the above-mentioned charaflers ; having many more flowers on 
one peduncle, and being quite fmooth in every part, except a 
very minute tomentura on the underfide of the leaves. It ap- 
pears too to be a much larger plant than panduratus^ and the 
bloflbms exceed in fize thofe of every other fpecies that we 
have feen. This fpecies feems to have a very near affinity with 
Convolvulus Jalapa (No. 1572) and is perhaps the fame as 
that defcribed under this name in the fixth edition of Mill£r's 
Di6tionary« 

We are indebted to the Honourable Mr. Herbfrt, for 
the opportunity of prefendng our readers with a reprefentation 
6f this beautiful plant, from whom we learn that it has a large 
tuberous root, and is probably fufficiently hardy to bear our 
winters without proteQion; but our fummers are fcarcely 
warm enough to make it bloflbm well. The fpecimen from 
which our drawing was made was aided by artificial heat in the 
fpring, and it was obferved that the flowers in the latter part of 
the fummer were not nearly fo large and fliewy as thofe pro- 
duced in the warm funny weather. For the confervatory, 
Mr. Herbert obferves, it is a magnificent plant, growing 
about fifteen feet high, and flowering abundantly moft part of 
the fummer. It produced no feeds, but may be propagated by 
cuttings of the root. 

In the Bankfian Herbarium, we find a very good fpecimen. 
of our plant which flowered at Kew, in the year 1776; at 
which time it was defcribed, and named by Dr. So lander ; 
but has not been uken up in either edition of the Hortus 
Kewenfis*

Differs from all the known varieties ofjiiirica in the rednefs of 
the foliage during the earlier ftage of growth, in the fize, colour, 
and fugitivenefs of the flowers, which are faid not to lad more 
than an hour or two, as well as by a (horter peduncle and flriate 
fleiD. Probably a diftinfl fpecies. We have added a mark of 
doubt to the fynonyms adduced to this plant, merely on ac- 
count of the uncertainty of its habitat.

Moftof the £v£ning-Primroses grow in a rambling un« 
figbtly manner, to which the CEnothera glauca makes a 
haf^y exception, the ftems being only about a foot high, fimple^ 
and growing many together. They are well clothed with fine 
glaucous-green oval leaves, not very unlike thofe of Androfac* 
mum, though fmaller. The flowers are Targe and fhewy, and 
have the unufual advantage of remaining open by day, as well 
as bv night, unlefs expofed to a hot fun. So tnat altogether, 
this IS one of the mod defirable of the whole genus. 

It has, we believe, been never before figured, nor does it occur 
in the new edition of the Hortus Kewenfis.

Loodiges and SqNSf und^ the name of ariomm/ 
and we fee no reafon to doubt that it really is the arhreum of 
MicuAux. The aiq)arent difference in the charaQers feems 
to arife from a different mode of conceiving the fame thing : 
Dr. SoLANDER cQpfidering the peduncles, which grow fingly 
from the axils of each leaf, as being folitarv; whilft Michaux 
regards the flowering extremities of the oranches as racemes, 
and the leaves at the bafe of each pedicle as brades. 

According to the laft-mentioned author, this fpecies grows 
into a tree fifteen or twenty feet high. With us it forms a 
diffufe irregular (hrub, with red flexuofe hrmcbes. Leaves al- 
ternate, elliptical, pointed, fhining on the upper fide and flightly 
pubefcent underneath, margins recurved and befet here and 
there with little glands, giving an obfoletely toothed appearance : 
footftatks very (hort. Tafte of the leaves agreeably acid. The 
flowers grow from the extreme branchies on folitary fiKform 
peduncles curved at the point, one from the axil of each lea^ 
alternate, yet looking all one way. Or, perhaps, thefe leaves 
may as properly be confidered as bra£tes ; though they differ 
not from the other leaves on the fame branches. On the branches 
without flowers the leaves are nearly twice the fize, but are in 
other refpe£ls fimilar.

The Heliotropium corymhofum^ as a flowering fhrub, is far 
more pleafing to the eye than the common fragrant fort (H. pe- 
mvianumj Bot. Mag. No. 141O but then it is devoid of that 
delightful perfuige, for which the other is fo highly prized, 
the fcent of this, though fweet, being not very agreeable. 

We have obferved this plant for four or five years paft in 
feme of our more curious colle6tions, where it has gone by the 
name of grandiflorum ; but it is undoubtedly the fpecies defcribed 
by Ruiz and Pavon in the Flora Peruviana. We were for 
fome time inclined to regard it as a mere accidental variety of 
H. peruvianum^ with which it bears a near affinity ; upon a 
careful comparifon of the two, however, we were foon con- 
vinced of their being fpecifically diftin6l. . The flowering Jpikes

peruviamm^ are more diffufe, and fometimes, when fully ex-

It is .'hot improllable but that more fpecies than one have 
been taken for Barleria crijiatas we are inclined however to 
believe that our plant is the (anv^ as that defcribed and figured 
by OsBECK, from whofe fpecimens we fuppofe that LiNi^iEus 
made his defcription. The fynonym quoted by the laft-men- 
lioned author, and continued by WiLLDENOwfrom Morisoni 
appears to belong to Prionitis^ certainly not to this fpecies.

Native of China, where we are told by the author of the 
above-quoted memoirs that it forms a pyramidal tree thirty or 
forty feet high; but with us it hitherto appears only as a 
firaggling (hrub, which bloflbms freely before it arrives at 
any confiderable fize. The flowers are ufually produced 
iingty at the extremities of the branches, and for the moft part 
fall off before the leaves make their appearance ; and on this 
account it is far lefs agreeable to the eye than the Magnolia 
grandiflora^ whofe magnificent bloffoms are beautifully contrafted^ 
by being embofomed in large fhining leaves. 

Two other varieties are fakl to be known in China, one with 
pale rofe-coloured, and the other with double bloflbms; but 
neither has found its way into our gardens^ and indeed are 
extremely rare even in China.

As long as any attention has been paid to the flower-garden, 
the Carnation or double variety of Clove- Pink has been at all 
times a favourite objeEt of cultivation in this country ; and 
innumerable names have been given by Florifts to as many 
trifling varieties, differing only in colour, degree of multiplica- 
tion of the petals, or in the form and manner of their opening. 

The increafe of the numbtr of the petals, frequently to the 
exclufion of the ftamens, \% the moft ufual deviation from 
nature, and makes that kind of monftrofity which, for want of 
a more appropriate name, we fomewhat improperly call a double 
flowen

The variety we have here given, arifes from the multiplica- 
tion of the four fcales at the bafe of the calyx, continued fome- 
times the length of the finger, to the exclufion of the other parts of 
the flower, and forming a four-iided fpike, not unaptly compared 
to an ear of wheat. When the multiplication of the fcales is 
lefs extenfive, a more or lefs perfect flower is produced. In 
all the plants that we have feen, the flowers were double ; but 
in that defcribed by LiNNiEUs in his Hortus Cliffortanus, it 
was (ingle. 

A monftrofity, occafioned by the multiplication of the parts 
of the calyx, is fo extremely rare, that Linnaeus remarked 
he had hardly feen another inftance of it ; and he thought it of 
fufficient importance to induce him to affix to this variety the 
trivial name of imiricatus. 

We do not find this fingular monftrofity mentioned by P ar k i n - 
SON, nor is any notice taken of it, except the mere quotation 
of the Linnean name in Martinis Miller's Didionary ; and 
it is altogether omitted in both editions of the Hortus Kewenfis. 

Our drawing was made from a plant communicated by 
Mr. M^KiRK, in September laft, and we received fpecimens 
exadly fimilar fome years fince, from Mr. Davy^ Nurferymaa 
and Florift, King*s-Road, Chelfea.

Dn Smith, in the gth volume of the Tranfa3ions of the 
Linnean Society, dedicated this genus to M. Poiret, ^^ the 
able continuator of the botanical part of the French Encyclo« 
pedie, (ince it was given up by M. Lamarck.** But M. Ven* 
TEN AT had, fome time prior to this, eftablifhed another genus in 
honour of the fame Botanift; on which account Mr. BrovvN) 
yielding to right of priority, thought fit to apply a new name to this 
genus, which he has dedicated to Anton. Pantaleon Hove, 
a PoliCh naturalift, author of a manufcript journal to Guzerat, 
in the years 1787 and 1788, preferved in the Bankfian library. 

We regret, however, that Mr. Brown did not rather pre- 
ferve the name of Poiretia; becaufe Ventenats genus is 
little known, and has not, we believe, been taken up by anv 
other author, and being taken out of one long-eilablifhea, 
would probably, on that account, be lefs agreeable to M« 
Poiret himfelf. But as the Hortus Kewenfis will be regarded

cuUivated in our gardens^ we relu^ntly yield up PoiretiA) 
rather than run the ri(k of occafioning confufion of names. 

The plant here figured, is certainly a diftinQ fpecies from 
either of thofe recorded in the Hortus Kewenfis ; but we are 
not quite certain that it is the diverjifolia of the Bankfian Her* 
barium, which Mr. Brown propofes to call by the name that 
we have adopted for our plant.

The Buck-Wheat-Tree, which gets this name from the 
fimilarity of its feed-veflels to thofe of Polygonum Fagapynan^ 
is an elegant evergreen fbrub, which in its native foil grows to 
the height of eight feet and upwards. 

It is fo well defcribed by Mr. Pursh, that it is needlels to 
repeat a defcription of it here. In one refped only our ob- 
fervation does not agree with this author, which is that he 
defcribes the pedicles as having two brafites in the middle, 
whereas we found only one at the bafe of each. 

Found in Carolina and Georgia, by the late Mr. Johm 
Fraser, who was very defirous of dedicating it to his mend, 
Mr. Thomas Walter, author of the Flora Caroliniana, the 
accuracy of whofe defcriptive charaOers we have had frequent 
opportunities of witneffing. But there being already a Wal« 
THERiA and a Gu altheria, he was driven to the inadmiflible 
expedient of giving an adjedive termination to the name.

No. 580; but 
has the neareft affinity with the one figured by Mr. Andrews, 
tinder the name of oppofitifolia $ in which however the brafies 
are not remote from the calyx^ and the anthers are naked^ as 
defcribed by Mr. Andrews, and confirmed by our own 
examination. 

Mr. Dryander has remarked, that all the fpecies of this 
feCUoD) except Jquamofa^ have temate leaves ; but our prefent 
plant and oppojitifolia of Andrews, make two other exceptions 
to this rule.

Spilanthes and Bibens do not appear to have been 
defined with fufficient accuracy to allow of all the fpecies being 
decifively arranged; and Verb£$ina differs from neither, 
except in the prefence of a radius to the flower. At prefent it 
feems fafefl to arrange fuch fpecies as have flat marginated feeds 
under the former^ and thofe with angulated feeds under the 
latter. It is upon this principle that we have referred our pre« 
fent plant to Spilanthes. It is probable however that future 
obfervations will feparate all the South- American from the Eaft* 
Indian fpecies, with which they have little fimilarity of habit. 

The Calyx in Spilanthes crocata confifb of many leaflets, 
imbricatcd| the lowei* feries fliorter than the upper ones. The

paleae are keeled and terminate ii» an acute point. Eorets funnel- 
ihaped, contrafted below into a filiform pedicle : limb five-cleft^ 
leftexed^ Styk k)f^r than the flocet^ and ftigmas revotute* 
Leaves oppofite, hairy, varioufly cut at the edges, decurrent 
down the footftalk, and continued thence down the ftem to the 
next joint, which makes the ftem four-winged. The feeds are 
flat, with a broad, white, membranaceous margin, emarginate, 
and crowned with two equal, ereft briftles« Has not a conical 
receptacle. 

It is a lofty hot-houfe plant* Native of Mexico. The fpe- 
cimen from which our drawing was made, was . communicated 
by Meflrs. Whitley, Baaj^e, and Milme^ of the Fulham 
Nurfery, in February 1813. The fame plant was raifed by 
Aylmer Burke Lambert, £fq. by whom we were favoured 
with a fpecimen with mature feeds*

This fpecies has a very near affinity with Statice fpeciqfa 
(No. 656)9 and we obferve the fame plant in Mr. Lambert's 
Herbarium, under that name, with Pallas's own fignature. 
But upon a careful comparifon of this fpecimen, which appears 
to have been fent by Pallas to Profeflbr Murray, with 
others ol Jpedofa^ and even with the one preferved in his own 
herbarium, now in Mr. Lambert's pofleffion, we cannot help 
confidering them as diftinQ. The leoFoes^ which however vary 
much in fize, are not only fmaller but much more acute, and 
terminate gradually in a fliarp mucro ; Utitfcape is always much 
lefs branched ; the y?/j^«/(^ longer, more pointed, and leafy, not 
fcariofe as m fpeciqfa^ where they grow at the divifions of the 
branches only, and were on that account termed brades in 
our defcription; the branches are winged, but the wings are 
narrower and not curled. But perhaps the moft important dif- 
ference is, that the hroEles have a much broader membranaceous 
border, and are elongated to an awl-fliaped point, extending 
beyond the calyx. Thtflffmers grow in diftinQ clufters, making 
an interrupted fpike. 

Raifed by Mr. Loodiges, about ten years fince, from 
Siberian feeds : but to whom we are indebted for the communi- 
cation of the plant from which our drawing was made, having 
loft our memoranda, we cannot now afcertaih* Flowers in May 
and June. Both this ^xAfpeciofa^ although fufficiently hardy with 
refpeft to cold, are preferved with the greateft difficulty ; and 
are perhaps not at prcfent to be met with in this country.

CiviiciiVG A palmata was firft defcribed by Michaux, and 
was brought to this country by Mr. Lyons. We received it from 
Mr. William Kent, of Clapton, but our drawing was taken 
from a fpecimen communicated to our draughtfmao by the 
Honourable William Herbert. 

The fpecies of this genus muft be very puzzling to young 
Undents of: the Linnean fyftem ; no two of them according in 
the number of piftils, which vary from one to twelve and up- 
wards.

We had die honour to receive fpecimens of this plant from 
the Right Honourable the Count£Ss of Essex, in 0£lober 
laft, from her Lady (hip's aquarium in Cafliiobury-Park. 

It is a native of China and Cochinchina; and, upon con- 
fulting LouREiRo, we find an exa£t defcription of it, under 
the name of Sagittaki a JagiUifolia of LiNNiCUs, which he 
fuppofed it to be, but from which it differs very materiallv. 
The leaves are very large, ftrongly nerved, three-lobed, fuD- 
fagittate : loies nearly equal, patent, the middle one fomewhat 
broadeft and mod oDtufe ; the/cape is longer than the petioles, 
branched, fluted or many-angled : fiowers in whorls of three 
together, on fiiort pedicles: malefozver at the extremity of the 
fpikes. 

In the Species Plantarum, there is a Sagittaria Irifolia 
from China, for which a figure in Petiver's Gazophylaciiim 
is quoted ; but that figure is fo unlike to our plant, that we 
cannot fuppofe them to be the fame, although we have been 
informed that in this the lobes of the leaves are fometimes 
divided quite to the footftalk^ in which cafe they would become 
temate*

This fpecies of Sagittaria increafes very faft by runners, 
infomuch that in a (hort time it overran the aquarium in Mr. 
Verb's garden at Ken(ington-Gore. The ftems are remarkably 
brittle, whence our Englifh name. The female flowers are 
feffile, a chara£ler which Mr. Pursh mentions as being peculiar 
to his beterophylla. We are informed by this Botanift, that our 
plant is the fame as the one defcribed by him under the name of 
ri^da^ of which he brought no fpecimen, and had only a (hort 
imperfed defcription taken at the time of obferving it, to frame 
his chara8er from. 

As in fome other fpecies, in this genus, bulbs are occafionally 
produced, but thofe not being peculiar to our plant, and 
Mr, Doom's iulU/a not having been any where defcribed, we 

have 



have only traditional evidence of the identity of his plant with 
burs, and have therefore not adopted his name. 

Not having had an opportunity of examining this plant in a 
living ftate ourfelves, we are indebted to Mr. Anderson for 
the knowledge of its increafing by runners, and of its remarkable 
britilenefs ; by whom we are alfo informed that it is a native of 
Canada ; and that it was introduced by the Right Honourable 
Sir Joseph Banks, Bart. V^ho received it from the late 
Mr. Francis Masson, in 1806. Donn gives 1798 for 
the year of introduction of his bidbofa. It is a perfedly hardy 
perennial.

Pap AVER nudicaule and alpinum approach fo near to each 
other, that Hall£r and other Botanifts have fuppofed them 
to be the fame ; and Linnaeus himfelf doubted whether the 
former might not be a mere offspring of cultivation. To us, 
however, it appears that our plant, a native of Siberia, is fuffi- 
ciently diftind from the one which Haller and Jacquim 
have defcribed.

" A plant called the onion-free^ which is met with in the Canadian 
^' gardens, is of a curious nature. Its ftalks run up to the fame 
^^ height, and it has much the fame appearance, as the common 
*^ onion when in feed ; but it contains feveral branches, and at 
** the end of each a clutter of moderate-fized onions. Thefe are 
•* its feed and if left in the clutter will frequently branch out, and 
" each bear other clutters, but of a more diminutive fize.** 

Lambert* s Travels in Canada^ &c. ed. 2. v. 1. p. 439. 

The vegetable Mr. Lambert has defcribed, is the variety of 
the common onion, publilhed in No. 1469 of this work. Upon 
reading this paflage, it occurred to us as probable, that the 
bulbiferous habit which dittinguiflies the variety, has been in- 
duced by the culture of the parent-fpecies in a region fo much 
colder than its natural one, as that of Canada mayjuftly be 
prefumed to be ; and that proving in this form an ufeful addi* 
tion to the kitchen-garden, fcions have been remitted thence to 
Europe, and thus given rife to its appellation of " the Canada- 
onion," and confequent confufion with Allium canadenfe (fee 
No. 1469); the origin of which name and error is otherwife a 
myftery to us. We fcarcely need obferve, that many bulbous 
plants are known to become viviparous (i. e. to bear bulbs in 
the place of feed) when tranfplanted into (ituations colder than 
thofe to which they naturally belong. G.

We believe it may ftill be confidered as in fome degree a 
difputed point, wbedier the Caffia and Cinnamon barks of the 
ihops are not the produd of the fame fpecies ; and in Rees's 
New Cyclopaedia, the lateft publication on die fubjed, a doubt 
is expiefled whether the Laurus Gnnammtim and Caffia are not

rathbr varieties than diftinQ fpecies. On the other hand, 
GiERTNER's difleEUons of the fruits of the two trees, if there be 
no error, which, as he had them for examination finom the 
Leyden colle£Uon of feeds, is certainly not impoflible, (hews 
them to be fo diftin6i, as to lead to a ftrong fufpicion that they 
inuft belong to feparate genera. 

The true Cinnamon and the Caffia, as preferved in our ftoves, 
though eafily diftinguiflied by the eye of an experienced culti- 
vator, are not very readily chara£lerized as diftin£l fpecies by 
their foliage or habit ; but when the flowers are fubmicted to 
careful examination, the ftamens are found to be fo remarkably 
different as to give countenance to Mr. Brown's opinion of 
their being, in reality, generically diftin£l (vide Prod. E. Nav^ 
Hollandia^ p. 401, adfinem). 

The red colour of the leaves on the young fhoots does not 
occur in the Cinnamon, and in the fpring of the year readily 
diftinguiOies the plants at firft fight. Mr. Mars den, in his 
Natural Hiftory of Sumatra, notices this appearance on the 
Caflia trees on that ifland. 

The Caffia, as cultivated in our (loves, is a much more 
fightly flirub than the Cinnamon, not only on account of the 
above-mentioned variety of colour in the foliage, but as being 
generally more healthy, the leaves being far lefs liable to be 
injured by the fudden changes of our atmofphere.

The genus CELdera, fo named by LiNNiCUs in honour of 
the late Dr. George Christian CEder, profeflbr of Botany 
at Copenhagen, to whofe management the firft part of the Flora 
Danica was intruded, is a fmall greenhoufe fiirub, native of the 
Cape of Good Hope. 

This plant affords a good example of the order of Polygamia 
fcgregata of Linnaeus, the head of flowers confifting of a num- 
ber of compound flowers, collected together on a common 
receptacle and furrounded by a common calyx or involucrum. 
The partial calyxes each contain feveral tubular hermaphrodite 
florets, with females in the circumference; but what is re- 
markable, is that only thofe female flowers, which form part of 
the outer circle of the common head of flowers, put forth a ligula^ 
thus making the common head a regularly radiated flower.

Profeflbr Cavanillss coniiders this as a genus to be 
feparated both from Momordica and Cucumis, on account 
of the filaments being diftin6t« He fuppofes that Momoroica 
Liffa of LxNNiEUs may probably belong to the fame genus. 
Indeed thefe two plants appear to be extremely fimilar, as we 
judge from the excellent figures of Veslingius, in his ob- 
fervationson Prosper alpinus. The feeds of the Egyptian 
plant are however defcribed as being white, in ours they are 
quite black and intenfely bitter. The Cucumis acutangulus of 
LiNNifius is probably the fame with our plant, at lead the 
fruit defcribed by Grew and quoted by him undoubtedly be- 
longs to it.

The corolla of this variety* of the night-fmelling Pelar- 
gonium is more irregular than in any of the figures above 
quoted, the petals which are longer and more lax, looking two 
upwards and three downwards. The leaves are far lefs hairy 
than in variety (a), indeed almoft fmooth, except along the 
footftalk and main ribs, and are more like thofe of common 
<irop-wort ; on which account we have added the additional 
name of jUipenduUfolium. We have been induced to do this, 
niore efpecially, as we are not fure that it may not turn out to 
be a diftin£t fpecies. The fynonyms we have affigned to this 
variety in particular come coniiderably nearer to it than the 
ethers, but none of them refemble it fo exa3ly as to leave no 
doubt. 

In the day-time the flowers of this plant are without fmell ; 
but after fun-fet and through the night emit a powerful fcent, 
which conveys the idea of fome delicious fruit. 

Like the other tuberous-rooted fpecies, it has only five fertile 
ftamens ; and the pedirlefi are not recurved, before the flower- 
bud is expanded, as in the other Pelargoniums s which we have 
before (No. 524) remarked as being common to all this 
fe6lion.

The fpecies of Sida are fo very numerous, that the genus 
might advantageouflv be divided ; for which divifion the re- 
markable difference m the fruit would probably afford fufficiently 
diftinQive chataQers. 

We do not find that any defcribed fpecies will at all correfpond 
with this, nor have we met with it either in the herbarium of 
Sir Joseph Banks, or in that of Mr. Lambert; and are 
therefore conftrained to confider it as undefcribed. 

Siem tall, fhrubby : tranches rounded, hifpid« Leaves on 
long footftalks, alternate, diftant, cordate, lengthened out at the 
point, ferrate, pubefcent on both fides, foft underneath, and rough 
on the upper furface, the bafe of the lower ones only (lightly 
angled, upper ones halberd-fhaped. Flowers grow in a fcattered 
panicle at the extremity of the ftalks on long alternate generally 
one-flowered peduncles. Cdfyx firople, 5-cleft, villous : fegment^s 
ovate-acuminate. Gm>lla bright fcarlet : petals longer than the 
calyx, emarginate, wedge-fliaped : claws very narrow, having a 
fpace between them, which gives the flower the form from 
whence our name has been borrowed ; the petals ftanding nearly 
upright on the receptacle, like the feathers upon the crown of 
the cork in a fliuttle-cock, being feldom more expanded than on 
the uppermoll flower in the drawing. Column of filaments longer 
than the corolla, and the feparate extremities bent back. Style 
the length of the ftamens, divided at top into many white threads.

The genus, of which our prefent plant is a fpecies, was 
eftabliflied by Mr. Brown in his Prodromus Flora Nvoa HoU 
landia. It differs from Sprengelia chiefly in the exiftence of 
fcales at the bafe of the germen (ne8aria of LiNNi£us); which 
are wanting in the latter genus, and in the greater length of die 
tube of the corolla, with lacinis bearded at the bafe. 

Mr. Brown gave it the name of Andersonia, in memory 
of Mr. William Anderson, Surgeon, who accompanied 
Captain Cook in two of his voyages, in the laft of which he 
perifhed; and alfo to commemorate the merits of Dr. Alex* 
ANDER Anderson, Prefect of the bounic garden in the Ifland 
of St. Vincent, and of Mr. William Anderson, a moft 
Ikilful gardener and affiduous cultivator of curious exotics, as 
alfo an acute obferver of their peculiar habits, to whofe abilities 
our pages bear frequent witnefs.

We received this fhrub from Meflrs. Loddiges and Sons, in 
Auguft laft, who informed us that it is a native of the £aft- 
Indies. We do not find that it has been any where defcribed, 
and not having feen the fruity it is not poffible to determine 
with certainty to what genus it properly belongs. From its 
great fimilarity to Cameraria lutea of Willoekow, — C« 
Tamaquarina of Aublet (PL Guian. t. 102 J we are led to con- 
fider it as a congener of that plant. The habit is nearly the 
fame; the flowers grow in a few-flowered umbel on a fhort 
peduncle, from the fork of the divided branches, jufl in the 
fame manner ; but differ in having a larger corolla with a fhorter 
tube, not contraQed upwards. The mod material difference^ 
however, and which makes an uncertainty with regard to the 
genus, is that the corona or nedarium is a procefs of the corolla 
itfelf, apparently independent of the anthers ; whereas in ktea 
the anthers are attached immediately to the bafe of the corona^ 
which part is confidered by Aublet as filaments bearing the 
anthers at their bafes. 

It is an evergreen fhrub^ requiring the heat of the ftove.

The Stapelia pulla is among the rareft of the fpecies of this 
numerous family cultivated in our ftoves, and is ftill more 
feldom feen in flower. Our drawing was taken fome years ago 
at the tolleflion of the late L Walker, Efq. of StockwelL 

The cultivation of thefe plants mod proper to bring them 
into flower does not feem to be generally known, they are 
ufually dire6led to be kept in the dry ftove ; but we have be- 
fore obferved, that the Rev. S. Bale had found that they 
flowered better by being plentifully fupplied with water in a 
well-heated bark ftove. Being natives of fandy deferts, where 
they are expofed to very long droughts at one time, and at 
another to be deluged by rain, it is probable that they fliould 
be kept very dry, during the feafon that they are not difpofed 

to 



to flower ; but when the period of flowering arrives, that they 
fhould then be removed to a well-heated bark ftove, and be 
pleniifully fuppUed, even kept in pans frequently repleoiihed 

with water.

From Lourejro's defcription, perhaps badly 
underftood, it has been furmifed that oor plant is a diffbrenit 
fpecies from his, but as there are fpecimens in the Bankfian 
Herbariu|[n^ fent from Macao, by Mr. Haxton, under the 
name ofTsiAU tsung, which agree exa£ily with ours, no 
doubt can remain of the identity of thefe plants. That 
the brades are naturally and not accidentally deciduous, is 
confirmed by two drawings made in China^ in both of which

the flowers are nearly without braSles. That the leaves are alfo 
naturally deciduous, is confirmed by thefe drawings, for in one 
of them, in the pofleifion of A. B, Lambert, £fq; a few fcat- 
tered old leaves remain, as in our figure ; but in the other, 
preferved in the mufeum at the India-Houfe, and which was 
drawn from the life, by a Chinefe artift, at the £ng1i(h fa£lory, 
under the eye of Mr. Ker, there are no leaves but the 
young ones, which appear at the extremities of the flowering 
branches. Peduncles an inch and half long, recurved fo as to make 
the flower entirely cernubus. Calyx very fmall, five-cleft : feg- 
ments acute and minutely ciliate. Corolla one-petaled, bell-fhaped : 
tube large : limb 5-cleft : lacinue obtufe, revolute. At the bafe 
within the corolla are five hollow ne6Uriferous cavities, much 
as in the flowers of the Crown-Imperial*, making as many gib- 
bolities on the outfide. The corolla, though of one piece, ealily 
feparates into five. Stamens 10. Filaments inferted into the bafe 
of the corolla, enlarged and villous a little above their bafe : 
Anthers two-awned. Germen five-cornered; angles proje£iing; 
fides deprelfed ; within 5-celled, each cell containing many feeds 
attached to the central receptacle. Style ere8, the length of the 
corolla. Stigma fhining green, fimple. We have not feen the 
ripe fruit, but Loureiro fays that it is a five-celled berry. 

We are informed by Loureiro, that the fpecies which he 
has defcribedt is cultivated in Canton, where it grows to a 
moderate-fized fpreading tree ; and that flowering branches are 
preferved many days in porcelain velfels filled with water in the 
houfes of the mandarins, where they are highly pleafing to the 
eye, but have no fcent. And Mr. Ker, in a note which ac- 
companies the drawing at the India-Houfe, obferves that this 
handfome fhrub grows fpontancoufly in the province of Canton, 
where it is held in a kind of veneration, and the flowers deemed 
an acceptable ofiering to the gods ; and, accordingly, at the 
Chinefe new-year, which happens at the feafon of their blol^ 
foming, large branches with flowers are hung up in all the 
temples.

The genus Protea, as conftituted by Linnaeus, includes 
plants which, though belonging to the fame natural order, differ 
in fo many refpefts, that he was himfelf fenfible that they ought 
to be feparated, and accordingly made at one period an attempt 
to divide them into two genera; but the very limited number 
of fpecies at that time known to him, afforded rery infufficient 
materials to found the generic charaders upon, and when be 
became acquainted with more, they united fo badly with the 
genera he bad previoufly founded, that he feems at lad to have 
given them up in defpair, and left off where he had begun^ by 
again reducing the whole under one. 

After LiNNiEUs, little feems to have been done more than 
the addition of new difcovered fpecies, till Mr. R. A. Salis- 
bury, in the Paradifus Londinenfis, gave definitions of feveral 
genera of the African Proteaceae. And very foon after, Mr. 
Robert Brown^ in the tenth volume of the Tranfadions of 

the 



the Linnean Society, favoured the botanical world with a com* 
plete revifion of the whole order. The principles of this laft 
effay have been adopted in the laft edition of the Hortus Kew<* 
eniis, and may be now confidercd as a well-eftabliihed ar- 
rangement. 

The names given by Mr. Salisbury are for the moft part 
retained byMr. Brown, except in a few inftances, in which 
he has given his reafon for deviating from this rule. 

P ROTE A argeniea of LiNNi£Us, of which our prefent plant 
isa congener, being the original Leucadendron of Herman, 
Plukenet, and of Linnaeus himfelf, affords a found reafon 
for its adoption, in preference to that of Euryspermum* 

The fpecimen figured ' in the Paradifus Londinenfis had a 
much larger flower than the one here reprefented, which we 
believe to have been a female plant, but negle8:ed examining it 
in its recent ftate. Mr. Salisbury remarlcs, that the males 
e)cceed the females in fize.

Many of the Water-Li li es refemble one another in fo many 
points, that it requires a more intimate knowledge of them 
than can be acquired by a curfory examination, to enable one 
to find charaSers to diftinguifli them by. Mr. William 
Anderson, who has for feveral years cultivated a very cx- 
tenfive colleQion of thefe plants, is of opinion that our plant is 
fpecifically diftinft from odorata. It is altogether fmaller than that, 
the lobes of its leaves divaricate more, and terminate in a fharper 
point, which is frequently a little elongated ; the under furface, 
only faintly tinged in odorata^ is of a deep purple colour, and 
the veins, though raifed above the furface, are fo in a much lefs 
degree. That it is really the rofe-coloured variety of odorata of 
PuRsu is certain, being the produft of roots brought from 

America 



America by himfelf. This extclleht Botanift defcribes the 
flowers as being extemaHy of a rofe colour ; but in our plant 
neither calyx nor peuk had any fuch ftain. This difference na^ 
however have arifen from cultivation : the deep purple of the 
under fur&ce of the leaves^ fron» want perhaps of fufiicient air 
and intenfity of light, did not, as defcribed by Pursh, extend to 
the peduncles ; but had that been the cafe, it is eafy to conceive 
that it might have alfo reached the outer fide of the calyx, and 
even have been diffufed in a fainter tinge over the petals alfo. 

Mr. PuRSH has expreffed a doubt, whether Willdenow's 
figure of odorata^ in the Hortus Berolinenfis, may not belong to 
this variety. But, as he defcribes the veins as being deprefled, 
which in both varieties of odorata are prominent, his plant may 
perhaps have been our Nitida.

Of all thefe varieties, the double white or Bourbon Ca- 
me l l i a is, in our opinion, by far the moft beautiful. Nothing 
can exceed in elegance a large tree of this kind, covered with 
beautiful fnow-white double bloflbms, embofomed amidft the 
bright green (hining foliage ; fuch as we remember to have feen 
with delight two years ago at the Northampton Nurfery, Balls- 
Pond. 

Our prefent variety, the Anemone-flowered, is at once 
amongft the mod beautiful^ fingular^ and rare.

introdudion, we do not know of its having flowered any where 
till the laft fpring. Our drawing was taken at Mr. Griffin's, 
South- Lambeth, in March, and we heard of it in fome other 
colleQions about the fame time. In the more common double 
varieties, the multiplication coniifts of petals of nearly the fame 
fize or only gradually diminiihing towards the centre, where 
they become too crowded to find room fully to expand ; but in 
this the outer petals remain of their full fize, not increafed in 
number, and the centre appears by the correfponding length, to 
be compofed of the filaments converted into ihort and imperfe6l 
petals with their fides folded outwards.

The fingle Camellia, which at the time of the publication 
of our figure, in 1788, was generally treated as a ftove plant, is- 
now found to be hardy enough to bear being expofcd, during 
the winter, to the open air ; although, on account of its early 
feafon of flowering, before our winters are over^ it cannot be 
&en to perfc£iion without fhelter.

The prefent very curious and, as far as we can trace, unre- 
corded vegetable was introduced into this country fome years 
back from the Ifland of Amboyna, by MeiTrs. Loodiges of 
Hackney, and has been ever fince preferved in their (iove, 
owhere it flowered for the firft time in April laft.

were oFa pale dingy purplifh colour^ fcentlefs ;">vben expanded^ 
fomething more than the third of an inch in diameter; the 
bradesy as far as we could make out, were fometimes two- 
ralved) one valve large and ovate, fitted to the lower part of 
the flower, the other minute, placed on one fide; others 
appeared to have only one valve. Our plant has a ftrong 
general refemblance to Okohtiv MJafxmicum (fee No. 898 of 
this work) ; but as we never had an opportunity of infpeding a 
flower of that vegetable, ive muft leave it to thofe who have 
bad, to decide the mutual relations of the two. Orontium 
aquaiicum^ on which the genus was founded by Linnaeus, has 
evidently no generic affinity mthjaponicurn. Mr. R. Brown had 
fuggefted the idea of our plant's being a female. We mified the 
opportunity of feeing any part of the fpecimen except the in- 
florefcence, and that in a very fliattered imperfefl ftate. So 
that we refer, without attempting any further defcription, to the 
adjoining plate for the reft.

This variety diflPers from the preceding, in its leaves being 
glaucous, the ixra^ ^ jfozc;erJ more globular, the Jligma exferted 
ht beyond the tube of the corolla, and efpecially in having four 
united pairs of yellow very confpicuous glandular neSaries above 
the faux, which are hardly vifible in the preceding plant.

Our figure will be obferved to differ in fome refpefls from 
that of Masson, and has been fuppofed to be a diftind fpecies; 
but we can fee no good reafon for fuch a concluiion% In 
Masson's figure, the colour of the fpots is feen on the outfide

Saxifraga virginienjis 2ind nivalis wp^^r to us to be very 
nearly allied, but the flowers and more efpecially the feed- 
veflels of the latter are larger, and the panicle lefs diflufe. The 
flowers in virginienfis do indeed grow in clufters ; but, as the

feed-veflels form, the panicle expands, and the capfules are 
diftind and placed alternately along the branches : there are 
good fpecimens of the plant in both ftates, fent by Bartram 
to Peter CoLLiNsoN, in the Bankfian Herbarium, and de- 
fcribed by Solan oer,. under the name of pilqfoj with a query 
whether it may not be a variety of penjyhamca. The origin of 
this doubt appears to have been the figure in Plukenet, re- 
ferred by LiNNiEUs to the latter plant, but which certainly 
belongs to this, and is fo quoted by Michaux and Pursh. 

We have examined the fpecimen in Clayton's own Her- 
barium, now in the pofleflion of Sir Joseph Banks, and find 
it to be certainly the fame as our plant in its fully expanded 
flate; indeed it is quoted by So lander as a fynonym of his 
pilofa. As this fpecimen is the only authority for nivalis being 
a native of the United States, that fpecies fhould at prefent be 
excluded from the American catalogue. 

The very different appearance of Saxifraga virgimefifis^ 
when it firft comes into flower and after the capfules are formed, 
feems to have led to the confufion ; in the former flate, it very 
much refembles nivalis^ as may be feen by comparing our figure 
with that of nivalis in the Flora Danica. 

We obferve, that the leaves vary confiderably in different 
fpecimens, in fize, crenature, and length of the petiole ; which 
latter are however feldom as long as in our fpecimen, which was 
probably drawn by being flowered under glafs.

The flowers of this fpecies having been reprefented as being 
fcarlet, excited a confiderable intereft amongft our colle£lors ;

As far as we are able to judge from the engraving in the 
above-ciied work of Michaux, as well as from his defcription^ 
we take our prefent plant to be the TjitKi^zHU^ glaberrinms. 
It (hould be obferved, however, that the figure in that work 
has been done from a dried plant, in which there is not one 
corolla fliewn in its natural (late. We are really at a iofs to 
fay what may have induced the feparation of the fpecies into a 
genus diftin6l from that which was left in pofTeffion of H e lo n i ai 
virginica (fee above, No. 985). Excepting that the corolla in the 
prefent plant is ultimately connivent, which is not the cafe therei 
we cannot dete6l the flighteft point to juftify this innovation. 
According to us, Veratrum and the American fpecies of 
Melanthium form but one genus with Helonias; and 
we do not fcruple to add Zigadenus to the mafs. Our 
drawing was made from a plant that flowered this fummer at 
Mr. Eraser's Nurfery, in Sloane- Square, and which had been 
imported from North-America. If it be the Zigad£kus|;£i- 
berrimus^ as we prefume, it is found in moifl grafTy fpots in 
Virginia and Lower Carolina, attaining the height of two feet.
